Tbe river reiort today ia regarded 
as more favorable than that of yeetar- 
day, and it is expected that the Ohio 
will tomorrow'ooiiie to a stand here, 
or Monday, at the motb. Tho water 
from above ia not coming very rapid- 
ly, and heavy di'Olinrs are reported 
from Naahville and Chattanooga and 
a fall at Pittabnrg. Unlesa there ia 
more rain, it ia not believed that there 
is any danger of a flood. 

One feature of the present rise that 
looked bad to river man is tbe f.aot 
that tbe Miaaiaaippi river - is now 15 
feet or more higher than it was in 
'84. Had it been as high then as it is 
now, there wonld not have bi'en a dry 
spot ib 1884 nearer Padneah than La 
Belle iiark, according to a local river 
man. 

Tba stage! of the rivers r.-oeived 
here this morning ehow a general fall, 
and unless heavy ruins eome again, 
will oontinno to fall, aa the balk of 
th<‘ heavy iivins has already come 
down and done ira work.
